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Our office has received several inquiries regarding retail motor fuel pricing. Please be
advised that “half pricing” or pricing other than that which displays and computes the
total purchase price is prohibited by state and federal law.

Devices which will not compute with a total unit price above 2.999 must be modified to

allow for the higher per unit pricing before they are placed into service. Devices found in
violation of these requirements will be taken out of service until which time as they have
been modified.

S.1.6.5. Money-Value Computations.

(a) A computing device shall compute the total sales price at any single-purchase unit price
(i.e., excluding fleet sales, other price contract sales, and truck stop dispensers used only
to refuel trucks) for which the product being measured is offered for sale at any delivery
possible within either the measurement range of the device or the range of the computing



elements, whichever is less.
